I don’t really have a workspace. And 
luckily, it’s not something you need 
with knitting.

© Let’s face it. Babies 
can be messy, and a 
new mother has a lot on her 
hands. Your best bet is a 
yarn that is machine 
washable, so try an acrylic, 
acrylic blend, superwash 
wool, or cotton yarn. 

Acrylic yarns have got- 
ten a bad rap. Forget the 
rough, plasticy stuff our 
grandmothers used. Today, 
they can rival natural fibers 
in feel, and they’re durable 
and allergy-resistant. Bonus: 
They’re not too spendy. 

If you’re looking for wool, 
try a superwash yarn, which 
retains the qualities of wool, 
but has been processed to 
allow you to throw it in the 
washing machine. 

Cotton is a good choice, 
too. There are some great 
new yarns out there for eco- 
friendly moms, including 
organic and recycled cotton 
blended with acrylic to help it 
hold up over time. 

If you have any doubts 
about how a specific yarn 
should be washed (or 
not, for that mat- 
ter), check 




out the care instructions on 
the label of your ball of yarn. 
There are standard symbols 
that can help instruct you 
on how to wash, dry, and 
care for your garment. As 
a favor to your friend, take 
the guesswork out by includ- 
ing a short note with care 
instructions so she can wash 
it without worrying.

O You’re not the first 
person to have this 
problem. 1 should also say 
that it’s wonderful to hear 
you’re giving intarsia a try. 
It’s gotten bad press in the 
past both for style (I like to 
blame some of the truly 
appalling 1980s TV-dad 
sweaters and great-aunts 
who give holiday sweaters 
as presents to anyone past 
puberty) and for difficulty, 
but we can change that. 
Luckily, handknit designers 
have pulled Intarsia out of 
the snowman-with-yarn- 
embroidery closet. But if 
you go this route, don’t 
forget that this technique 
doesn’t make the garment 
twice as warm the way that 
stranding the yarn does. 

First, always pick up 
your new yarn from under- 



neath the old to twist; this 
will help seal the gap. Since 
yarn strands often move 
vertically from row to row, 
depending on the number 
of colors you use, you may 
need to get creative with 
your twisting if you want to 
maintain a neat non-public 
side. Don’t give in to temp- 
tation and pull too hard 
because your knitting will 
pucker on the surface. 

As for yarn management, 

I personally don’t have the 
patience to wind my yarn J 
onto bobbins. Many people I 
swear by bobbins, though, | 
and the cheap cardboard 
ones used to store embroi- 
dery floss work pretty well. 

I wrap the different colors 
around my fingers to create 
a figure-8 and allow the 
yarns to dangle. 
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1 . For double knitting, start 
Luith both strands at the 
front of your project.

/double knitting. 
What is it, and ujhat do i 
need to knoui to get 
started? 



Double knitting is a 
colorwork technique 
in which each “stitch” 
actually consists of two 
stitches, a knit and a purl. 
These stitches alternate on 
the needles, but after they 
are worked, they separate 
into the front and back of a 
two-layer project. The 
advantage of this technique 
is that the wrong side looks 
as good as the right side! 

One advantage of double 
knitting is the flexibility it 
provides for colorwork— no 
multiple bobbins, as in 
intarsia, or strand- 




stitches create an even, 
almost decorative edge. 

Double knitting is a 
great choice for items where 
both sides are seen, like 
scarves, including the Dou- 
ble-Knit Scarf shown here 
and on page 88. Because 
this technique creates two 
separate layers instead of 
one (like regular knitting), 
double knitting is thick and 
warm, ideal for outdoor 
garments. So grab some 
needles and try double knit- 
ting for yourself! <K
